Denial as to Indemnity, 


When M. de Witte was asked today about 
& reported private arrangement with Japan 


by which Russia would pay the latter $500.- 


000,000 he said it was pute nonsense, 

“No such arrangement was made,”’ he con- 
tinued, “(and it was not possible to make it: 
The attitude'of Russia was clear from the 
first; we said we could pay no indemnity 
and we will not do so. Japan will receive 
the difference between the cost of the main-" 
tenance of our prisoners and that of the 
Japanese whom we captured; that is all.”’ 

Some information which has reached THE 
TRIBUNE correspondent shows there wae a 
slight basis for the report. During the days 
when it looked as if the megotiations would 
fail, mémbers of the peace mission said tha‘ 
it might be possible to ‘induce the czar to 
pay something provided. all reference to 
money was left out of the treaty. 

In spite of what M. de Witte may say now 
there is reasoh to believe that he was will- 
ing.to be libefal to Japan in computing the 
expenses of prisoners, and $100,000,000 was 
mentioned as the sum which Russia might 
pay. The official estimates made by the 
Russiam experts, MM. .Berg and Chipoff, 
placed the expenses of the prisoners at $14.- 
750,000, but in order to be on the safe side 
a few more millions were added and it is 
said that Japan will not receive more thar 
$20,000,000. * 

So far as an alliance fs concerned, it was 
pointed out that anything o@ the Kind was 
absolutely impossible, in yiew of the hostile 
attitude of the Japanese people towards 
Russia, as shown by thé riotous demonstra- 
tions against’ the ratifi¢ation of the peace 
convention. Nevertheless, Russia would like 
nothing better than a treaty of close rela- 
tions with Japan, but there stands in the 
way the Anglo-Japanese offensive and de- 


fensive treaty. 


The Japanese government intends to live 
up faithfully to the terms of that treaty, 
aceording to: its representatives here, not 
gtily because it is advahtageous in view of 
the continuance of Russia as a far eastern 
power, but because of the loyalty with which 
the British d@uthorities observed their obli- 
gations to Japan during the war. The Jap- 
anese people indicated by their demonstra- 
tion against\the British legation in Tokio 
that they have not this game faith In the loy- 
alty of Great Britain which their government 
entertains. 

During the peace negotiations it is true 
that Great Britain refused to exercise pres- 
sure of any kind upon her ally, but it is 
known that Bhe went to the extent of trans- 
mitting a méssage whith was sent to King 
Edward by President Roosevelt, This is one 
of the achievements of the president which 
undoubtedly had a tremendous influence 
upon the decision of the emperor and the 
eouncil of elder statesmen. 

M. de Witle has arranged to receive the 
Jewish delegation which called upon him 
at Portsmouth. He will talk again about 
the attitude of Russia towards the Jewr. 
He will reiterate that too much haste cannot’ 
be observed; that, In order to make real 
progress, there must be @ gradual introduc- 
tion of reforms.

Aeronaut Has Thrilling Experi- 
ence While Many Look On.

BADLY HURT; SHIP, WRECKED. 


Another Navigator Falls 2,000 Feet, 
and Is Dashed to Death.

Prof. George Hamilton, successor to Prof. 
Baldwin, who was blown to pieces by dyna- 
mite at a fair in Ohio last week, made an 
ascension after weeks of preparation in the 
car known as the California Arrow. Prof. 
Hamilton made the ascension at 5 o’clock. 


Ship Soars Like a Bird. 

There were practically mo wind currents 
above ground, and the airship rose above the 
amusement park with perfect ease, riding 
gracefully under its ¢ight horse power motor. 
The airship went up ‘at an angie of forty-five 
degrees, and responded readily to Hamilton’s 
manipulations, He maneuyered over the 
park, to the delight of the crowds of all sec- 
tions. sending the car whichever way he 
wished, until a height of 1,000 feet had been 
reached, when the paasence below saw he 
was in difficulty. 

The car's propeller was seen to stop, and 
the ship wavered'in the air. Several times 
it almost turned tuftle: When Prof. Ham- 
iiton was seen to be climbing into the rigging, 
it dawned upon the thousands below that he 
was in great straits. The cigar shaped gas 
bag was seen to founder in the air, and that 
it was not capsized time and again was due 
entirely to the fact that’ no wind of any 
strength was stirritg. 

After gyrating in the air a number of times, 
then shooting upward until a height of not 
less than 2,000 fee+ was reached, the airship 
began to descend, the people below watching 
its uncontrolled course with misgivings. 


Wrecked in Tree Top. 

At a héight.of one hundred feet a current 
of air caught it and drove it towards the east 
and downward. The ship landed on the Buck- 
ley hotel, bounded off, and landed in a large 
tree, completely wrecked, 

Prof. Hamilton, exhausted by the fight he 
had made for his life, as it subsequently 
proved, fell from the car before it reached 
the tree, badly bruised. 

After reaching a height of 1,000 feet his 
motor refused to work. He tried vainly to 
fix it, risking a fall several times. Finding 


“he could not manage the motor he decided to 


descend and pulled the string which should 
have opened the baélloon’s gas valve. The 
string broke and féll about his neck. When 
the car ascended to its greatest height he 
climbed into the rigging and punctured a hole 
in the bag to allow the gas to escape. The 
hole caused the bag to tear apart, and topre- 
vent the gas from escaping too fast he had 
to cling to the rigging and hold the flaps of 
the tear against each other. He had let the 
car drift at will. ° 
Kept Presence of Mind. 

The cht Was made a’ter the filling of the 
tube and to the-horror of Prof. Hamilton, the 
slit kept increasing until;it was nearly two 
feet In iength. Although nearly suffocated 
by the first gust of gas from the bag, Hamil- 
ton realized that his only hope was in keeping 
the aperature closed as much as possible. 
The acronaut gripped with his hands and 


| 


held the two edges as close together as _pos- 
sible, while. the car swayed and darted in the 
air. At the first touch of the knife against 
the silk a great mass of gas had been forced 
from between the taut sides of the balloon 
and it dropped several hundred feet witha 
suddenness that sent a thrill of horror 
through the thousands below watching the 
strange spectacle. The pressure of the im- 
prisoned gas continued to force the gas out 
through the opening until at last the machine 
descended with a rush. 

Slowly the rip increased in length. The 
pressure of the gas within the bag tore the 
thin silk with a ripping sound that carried 
terror to the heart of the aeronaut, although 
he had his nerve and presence of mind to face 
the danger. * 

Narrow Escape from Death. 

The airship was rapidly approaching the 
ground, however, and there was only the 
question as to whether the gas would hold 
mut until the descent had been made. For- 
tunately Prof. Hamilton’s weight was all 
on the after part of the balloon. This has 
tilted up the forward part of the gas bag, 
which was still intact, thus holding part of 
the hydrogen safely. Had it torn the part 
of the balloon tilted upward Prof. Hamilton 
would have been dashed to death. 

Prof. Hamilton, after the adventure, said: 

“It was the most thrilling adventure I 
have ever had in a dirigible balloon. I have 
had all sorts of experiences in old fashioned 
balloons, but nothing that quite equaled that 
trip today. There was a time when it looked 
as if the car and I would be dropped for at 
least a mile to the ground.” 

The total destruction of the airship will 
mean a loss of about $2,000 to Prof.csHamil- 
ton. 


Aeronaut Dashed to Death. 
Baltimore, Md., Sept. 9.—John August, an 
geronaut, 25 years old, whose home is in 
Shenandoah, Pa., was instantly killed by 
falling from his apparatus this afternoon. 
For the last two weeks he has been making 
daily ascensions from the grounds of an in-

Horror of Calabria Disaster Only 
Beginning to Be Known. 


DEBRIS FULL OF THE DEAD. 


Population, Panic Stricken, Lives in | 


Open Fields for Safety. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ]

ROME, Sept. 9.—Further details of the 

earthquake in Calabria show that the dam- 
age is far greater than at first supposed. 
More than a thousand persons were killed 
and several thousand rendered homeless. 

At Reggis Dicalibria the shock lasted thir- 
ty seconds, and all the population are camp- 
ing in the streets and public places The vil- 
lages of Drapia, Francica,:Sanfloro, lonadia, 
Daffia, and Lonzione are destroyed. Dead 
and injured are being dragged from the 
débris. 

All the principal roads near Monteleone 
are full of people. This town was almost 
destroyed. All the members of one family 
of eleven persons were killed. Many have 
become insane through fear. 


Two Thousand Victims in One Town. 

Mirtirano is entirely in ruins, and it is 
estimated that out of a population of 2,800 
there are 2,000 killed or injured. 

At Torzano there are sixty victims. At 
Coszena, the principal church fell and even 
the cemetery was damaged. All the houses 
that are still standing at Castello, Sala, Cas- 
tiglioni, Morano, San Lucido, Marco, Ar- 
gentaro, and San Martino are in danger of 
falling, and many persons have been killed 
in each place. 

From a village near Parghelia 300 bodies 
have been recovered. The survivors are 
running about the streets half crazed, seek- 
ing for their relatives.

RAISUL! LEADS IN BATTLE 
CLOSE TO CITY OF TANGIER. 


Former Bandit, with 500 Oavalry, 
Fights Rebel Tribesmen and Many 
Are Reported Killed.

TANGIER,: Morocco, Sept. 9.—There has 
been. severe hand to hand fighting afl day in 
the outskirts of the city. It is thought that 
the casualties are heavy. 

Raisuli, the former bandit, recently ap- 
pointed governor: of several important tribes 
between Tangier and Fez, reinforced by 500 
cavalry, is endeavoring to subdue the revolt- 
ing tribesmen, who this morning burned a 
number of villages in the immediate vicinity 
of Tangier. Thousands of inhabitants of 
these places’ fied t6 Tangier and there is 
great anxiety for the safety of the town. 

A large force of the sultan’s troops have 
arrived here. It is not known whether they 
intend to assist or capture Raisuli, who is 
reported’ to have been dismissed from. the 
position of governor. of the district. 


PLEA FOR RUSSIAN EXILES. 


American Society. Asks for Funds to 
Enable Sakhalin Prisoners to Find 
Homes and Freedom. 


Washington, D..C., Sept. 9.—~[Special. ]—The 
American Sotiety of Friends of Russian Free- 
dom has issued an appeal'to the people of 
the United States’ for funds to aid Russian 
exiles in Sakhalin to escape to lands where 
they may live free from oppression. The 
appeal says: 

“The Japanese government has announced 
its decision to free the Russian political! pris- 
onérs founi inthe island of Sakhalin, and to 
permit them to leave the country if they 
choose to do-so. Among these prisoners are 
some of the noblest Russian men and women, 
gulity of no crinte except working for those 
principles of freedom and justice which form 
the basis of our political institutions. They 
had worn out their best years in serving long 
terms at hard labor previous to their’depor- 
tation to that island. 

* Their treatment in Sakhalin, aceording to 
the unanimougtestimony-of all impartial ob- 
servers, stands as the worst indictment 
Russian pénal methods.

One has ‘only to study the real franchise 
conditions in.Manhattan to know that muni- 
cipal ownership here is a dream/ It is ap- 
proached more nearly in the subway contract 
than in anything else under contro! of the 
metropolis. The surface railroads, the 
Brooklyn roads, and the elevated railroads 


ple. They possess indefensible franchises 
which cannot be taken away except by a 
precess which fs little short of revalutionary. 


Franchises Not Assailable. - 

There is here in New York an established 
practice by which the validity of the exist- 
ing contract always is sustained by the 
courts. The franchise of the surface and 
elevated roads probably cannot be success- 
fully assailed In any court. Tite subway is 
based on alleged right of municipal owner- 
ship, and in the years to come there will be 
a time when the rights of the people to con- 
trol the great thoroughfare necessarily muat 
be recognized. 

In the meantime municipal ownership as a 
campaign cry in New York is eyidently a 
device of those who are opposed to the ex- 
isting administration. There is no sugges- 
tion of the same condition as exists in Chi- 
cago. There is no constantly recur- 
ring termination of existing franchises. 
There is not the slightest possibility of 
any real assumption by the municl- 
pality of the right to control existing free 
street car lines. Municipal ownership is be- 
ing preached from almost every street corner 
nowadays, and yet these orators, all of 
whom talk of Chicago as the great example 
of the new light, are extremely careful not: 
to descend to details. 

Pienty of people in New York have come 
around to the beltef that Chicago actually 
has municipal ownership of street car lines. 
They have become confused over Mayor 
Diinne’s various declarations of his inten- 
tions. And in the municipal campaign here, 
the people of New York constantly are urged 
to take over thelr own street-car lines on the 
ground that Chicago already: has done so, 
and has found the experiment financially 
profitable.

TOR DESTROYED BY FIRE. 


850,000 Bushels of Wheat, Corn, and | 
Oats Are Consumed in Early Morn- 
ing Blaze—Building Is Entirely De- 
stroyed—*“< 4-11” Alarm Is Sent In 
When Flames Threaten Lumber 
Yards — Believed to Have Been 


Caused by Spontaneous Combustion. 
FR | 


A fire which the firemen were compelled 
to fight for five hours to keep it from spread- 
ing into the. extensive Wood street lumber 
district destroyed the Santa Fé elevator, 
Twenty-+seventh and Wood streets, early yes- 
terday morning, causing a property loss of 
$500,000. The elevator, which had a capac- 
ity of 1,500,000 bushels, was a five story 
frame structure, covered by sheet iron and 
steel, and is controlled by the Harris-Scot- 
ten company. Spontaneous combustion in 
a wheat bin on the top floor is supposed to 
have caused the fire. ) 


Blaze Gets Big Start. 

Before the fire department reached the 
place the entire building was ablaze, and be- 
fore the first stream of water had been 
thrown into the flames the roof had fallen in. 
A 411 alarm was sent in immediately. Con- 
siderable difficulty in obtaining water was 
experienced and the extreme heat of the 
burning grdin prevented the firemen from 
getting near enough to reach the flames in 
an effective manner. The fire tug Lllinois, 
which answered the alarm. moored alongside 
the elevator. It threw a stream on the north 
end of the structure and succeeded jn ‘ex- 
tinguishing the flames in that section of the 
building.

Large embers were carried across the river 
to the north and fell among the lumber piles 
in the yards of the John Spry Lumber pom- 
pany, Hines Lumber company, and the South 
‘Side Lumber company.

The elevator was 400 feet wide and 175 
feet long and contained sixty bins. To the 
north it stands on the banks of the south 
branch of the river, while to the southeast 
and west it is surrounded by railroad tracks.

Statement by Nelson. 

At his training quarters Nelson said: 

“ The fight turned out just as I expected ii 
would. 1 knew that if 1 got a square deal 
and no favors were shown I would win. 
Referee Graney was perfectly just in his 
decisions, as my Manager was sure he would 
be. It was a blow in the pit of the stomach, 
followed by a left hook to the jaw, that gave 
Britt his quietus. He did not have me in 
distress at any stage of the game, even if 
some of my friends thought I was going once 
or twice. 
in the fight that I would conquer Britt and 
that it was merely a matter of rounds before 
I would put him out. But I must give my 
adversary credit for having fought square- 
ly. ? 

Nelson’s Father Didn’t Worry, 

‘Nelson's father said: “ Did it worry me?

No matter whether the horse wins or loses 
there is plenty of work to be done between 
heats, and after the race is over the rest 
of the early evening is devoted to “ cooling 
out."” I. know a trainer, one of the best in 
the country, whose mode of procedure after 
a race is first to give the horse a salt water 
bath, using a pint of salt to a pail of water, 
the latter fairly warm. ‘Then the horse is 
rubbed .from forehead to fetiock with witch 
hazel and alcohol, mixed in equal parts. A 
blanket of varying weight, acording to the 
condition of the horse, is the next move. 
This is donned and the horse starts for a 
walk, which continues from twenty minutes 
to half an ‘hour, the apimal being given a 
swallow or two of water now and then. 

Brought in from the walk, there is another 
course of treatment, which includes a second 
rub down with alcohol and witch hazel, 
and. then the regular “rub cloths” are 
brought into play and the tired nag Is rubbed 
until he is‘dry, after which all four legs are 
bandaged. Then he is turned loose in his 
box and given. his supper. Sometimes the 
supper is not eaten, again it is nibbled: at, 
but as a rule the good racehorse of any class 
is ready for a first class feed after he has 
received the royal care that goes with the 
management of a harness horse. 


Their Supper. 


What the horse eats for supper depends 
on his condition and the fancy of the may 
who looks after his diet. Some people 
think hay and oats are good enough, while 
other caretakers insist that after each race 
there shoukd be a nice bran mash for the 
tired horse, some adding a small] quantity of 
oats, while others say certain horses do best 
if a dash of flaxseed is added. Of course 
there its hay with the evening meal, and the 
amount of this item on the bill of fare 
varies with the horse and the trainer. 

Most any er will give you an argnu- 
ment in some form or other about hay, and 
what to do when horses want to eat an ab-. 
normal quantity of it. J. B. Chandler, who 
is close to the head of the class all the time, 
says if a horse wants hay give it hay in 
bales and stacks until the horse is like a new 
clerk in a candy store, filled to the brim. 
Other ‘trainers, successful ones, too, say to 
give the horse what is naturally good. for 
him, and step there. 

“The way to feed hay,” said one trainer, 
“is to study the horse, see what effect what 
seems to be an abnormal amount of hay has | 
on it, and then govern yourself accordingly.”’

‘The election of Oorporal, James Tanner 
as commander in chief of the G. A. R. will 
be enthusiastically indorsed by the members 
of that organization.

HETTY GREEN AND RELIGION. 

In an interview in the National Magazine 
fot September Hetty Green gives her views 
on'religion with a freedom and candor that 
amounts almost to confession. Carpitg 
critics have called Mrs. Green narrow and 
illiberal. The accusation must vanish be- 
fore the present interview. In the begin- 
ning she remerks that she goes to church 
early in order to get. good seats, This is 
to be expected of a woman of Mrs. Green’s 
foresight. But it is startling to read that 
she says: “I go to every kind ofa church, 
and I once held mortgages on twenty-eight. 
It doesn’t matter to me what-the denomina- 
tion is; I believe that any of them will serve, 
so long as the people who attend them keep 
the commandments; but I am a Quaker, 
just-the same. I believe in simplicity., It’s 
that, you know, that makes me what people 
eall ‘mean.’ When I..went to Quaker 
school they used to make us eat at the next 
meal what was left on our plates. . . 
So'that was what made me like this.” 

No one would have suspected the first 
part of this confession. Mrs. Green could 
have keptiit a setret. Now she is sure to 
lose the favor of the more severe members 
ef every church she attends. Blood and 
water may mix, but not the widely sepa- 
rated religious sects. Mrs. Green’s state- 
meént also will Sheck many of her friends. 
But Mrs. Green will hardly be worried over 
thise The advantages of such liberality in 
religion to a woman of her conneé¢tions are 
too many to make the opinion of the narrow 
minded of any moment. Mrs, Green is prac- 
tical. There is “ nothing foolish about her.” 
She is a business woman, first, last. and all 
the time. She has investigated and proyed 
‘to her satisfaction that all churches are 
muth the same. She has found thata mart- 
gage on a Free Methodist place of worship 
yields the same rate of interest as one on 
an old school Presbyterian. She has tried 
them all, and it doesn’t matter to ber what 
the denomination is. 

It is a practical world to Mrs. Green. 
Other people may have prejudices.in regard 
to places of worship.. Not so Mrs. Green. 
She is liberal. She has held mortgages on 
twenty-eight of them. Presumably they 
have all yielded the same returns.

Why cannot 
the theaters and churches or any line of business of a public nature reach 
the people in the same way? There is no line of business, especially none 
catering tp the wants of the inner man by food or drink, which cannot by 
the ni ore dignified and effective way of presenting itself through the 
mails sto the people vroduce the result sought for in advertising. If one 
stops "to recount the great firms of this country, it will be apparent that 
the most responsible and successful and best established firms and corpora- 
tions are those whose advertising is done in a dignified yet effective way. 

In our own city the influence of theatrical advertising is strongest for 
the lowering of our standards—the cheaper the attraction the more violent 
the outbreak on one’s sensibilities. Here are nearly thirty-five different at- 
tractions changing almost weekly and requiring constant efforts to keep 
their mierits before the public, A tremendous amount of material and 
Space is used for this purpose. If the theaters would, by a concerted ef- 
fort, agree to discontinue bill posting and issue their cards through the 
daily press and by descriptive circulars, as do the railroads, they would 
make a large annual saving in money and free passes, and render the city 
of Chicago an incalculable service. Let us pray that they will.

Naturally, he was nominated for public office and 
successively served as mayor of his town, member of the legis- 
lature, and was talked of for corgress. 

Im 1804 he allowed sidewhiskers to grow upon his face, and 
having become stout and redfaced, ‘t was natural that he 
should now be called ‘‘ general.’”’ ‘His voice became gruff and 
his manner domineering and no public question could be con- 
sidered properly settled until General Fliggens had expressed 

his views concerning it.

When a new variety of butterfly arrives in his district, it 
is time for the professional hunter to get busy and get his 
specimens to the market first. He attires himself in spangles 
and gayly colored shirt and trousers, even wearing a hat of 
gorgeous hue. To hold his captives he carries at his side a 
metal basket, something like a fish basket, into which they 
are put as fast as killed. In his right hand is his weapon, 
the gauze net mounted on a bamboo pole and always upside 
down, ready to strike. 

Like many other sports, chasing winged flowers has been 
reduced to a science. The hunter must know how to strike 
with his net and when is the right moment to strike. The 
trained artist catches his prey at the moment it prepares itself 
for flight, thus nailing it without damage to the pretty wings. 
The butterfly is near sighted, but is sensible to the slightest 
vibration of air. Thus it becomes necessary to work slowly 
when seeking him, and all sudden movements must be avoided 
until the last minute. When captured, with a thousand pre- 
cautions against rubbing off the color on the wings, he is 
treated to the ever present needle. A single touch of this 
little instrument, previously dipped ipto potassium cyanide, 
is sufficient to end the insect’s life: after which execution he 
is deposited in the metal basket.

Toys Increasé in Cost. 


The changes that have ¢Géme about in the last generation 
have been in Keeping only with the genetal disposition toward 
extravagance. As mén ahd women have demanded more of 
luxury fn realities, so the young have been imitative in«their 
demands in the toy world. Thirty years Ago, when a daily 
newspaper sold universally for 5 cents, a doll that cost $1 
was tegarded as worth a society note; today with the daily 
paper selling for 1 or 2 cents, a doll that costs $15 or $20 is 
commonplace in the larger cities. 

For boys’ toys thirty years ago a tin, horse costing a 
quarter to be drawn across the sitting room floor or a hobby 
horsé of dappled sides mounted upon rockers, to cost $1.50 
were things to stir a whole neighborhood. Today there are 
locomotives, stationary engines, dynamos, and the like that 
spoil a $100 bill in the purchase. And yet they are as matter 
of fact stock for a toy départment at Christmas time as if in 
the running of them dividends were to be paid upon common 
and preferred stocks in the playroom. 

Nothing illustrates the evolution of the toy in the last 
generation better than does the cannon firecracker of the 
modern fourth of July celebration. Thirty years ago the 
Chinese importation of the .comparatively harmless small 
cracker made joy for thousands; today the terrible eanton 
e¢racker makes tears for the multitudes.

No Reason to Retire from World. 


The views of the American woman, written especially for 
the London Telegraph, are as follows, and they are regarded, 
in England at least, as the accepted order of things in 
America, 

In the United States, where divorce is so frequent that in 
cities almost every family with any pretense to style can 
muster at least a couple of these affairs, divorce amenities 
naturally come to be an important feature of social inter- 
course. Because one has lived through a matrimonial tragedy 
is no reason why one should retire from the world, move to 
a distant city, or live in the country, thinks the American di- 
vorcée. Consequently, as soon as the divorce is granted, and 
two, or perhaps only one remarriage has resulted happily, 
the newly wedded prepare to take up the social life which 
has been, perhaps for months, often only for weeks, little re- 
garded. 

There are, of course, on occasion, barriers to break 
down, disapproval to smooth over, old friends to pacify; 
more than all, old enemies have risen in legion during one’s 
siege in the divorce courts to circumvent before the old 
place in society is quite regained; but that it will be regained 
finally, and without too strenuous effort, the American di- 
yorcée may be quite sure.

What to Do While Waiting. 


Much of the after divorce position will depend on the man- 
ner in which the divorce action is conducted. While the 
suit is in actual progress it is considered genteel, in punc- 
tilious circles, for the wife concerned in %t to be retiring, not 
given to frequent participation in social affairs, quict and 
reserved of demeanor, cautious in clothes and conversation, 
The most admirable state assumed on such occasion has the 
atmosphere of a mild order of widowhood, and might best be 
suggested, perhaps, as the stage of mourning. in which grief 
has lightened as to its sartorial expression to the mildness 
of lavender. 

The divorcée, during the period before the decree is grant- 
ed, is wrapped in a mist of lavender and violet vapors. She 
glories in pale gray costumes, huge bunches of violets, lace 
trimmed handkerchiefs, retirement, irreproachable gentility, 
tears, the condolences of friends, novel reading, little dogs, 
gentle martyrdom, heavy flirtation, handsome lawyers, and 
quiet, cozy little entertainments unknown to the world at 
large. Journeys also are muth in the mode during the period 
of waiting for the final decree; that is, if the divorce regula- 
tions of the particular state in which the decree is asked will 
permit the parties to be absent themselves. 


Be “Chummy” with Ex-Husband. 


It is in this early period of the divorce that a new and 
interesting phase of gallantry begins to manifest itself. It is 
the attention paid to the wife by the husband whom she is 
about to divorce, which adds, among other things, a piquant 
flavor to the life of the American divorcée. 

In the days when divorce was rare such a thing was un- 
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heard of. “Then a husband in such a position toward his wife 
avoided her absolutely from the moment of the divorce first 
being mentioned. He walked on the other side of the street 
when he chanced to see her coming, he even absented himself 
from public entertainments where he had reason to suppose 
she would be present, and woe to the hostess who inad- 
vertently brought husband and wife who were on such 
strained terms together at a social function. 

Now all this is changed. There are little luncheons to 
talk things over after the suit has been entered, and even 
before it has been brought into court. There are cozy con- 
versations in secluded corners of tearooms. There are ar- 
ranged interviews in houses of mutual friends. Hostesses 
still continue, it is true, to make some pretense of avoiding 
bringing the husband and wife together at private enter- 
tainments before the divorée, but in many instances an out- 
worn convention only, and-not the desire of either the hus- 
band or wife, dictates such care.

Costumes for Fair Divorcees. 

Dress, which is ever so important a feature in the life of 
woman, is also a never to be forgotten item in the American 
woman's divorce problem. In what costume shall one be 
divorced is a topic fraught with almost endless possibilities 
of controversy. As has been said, pale gray and kindred 
colors indicative of gentle martyrdom are favored during the 
period of waiting for the trial to come off, but the vital ques- 
tion concerns the costume to be worn in court or before the 
referee. To be dressed entirely in black suggests too ob- 
viously a straining after the effect of widowhood, and yet 
what more genteel and more likely to arouse sympathy than 
a black costume. 

The American divorcée who possesses good taste In dress 
vibrates, therefore, uncertainly between black and the dark, 
neutral shades which, though indicative of extreme modesty 
and sobriety, are not, like black, identified with mourning. 
It seems as though the demise of a sentiment or so evanescent 
a thing as a romance should be mourned for with less un- 
compromising hues than that which is especially set apart 
as indicative of mortality. The gown is invariably made sim- 
ply, preferably in the taflor fashion, and the hat worn by the 
divorcée, according to the dictates of gdéod taste, is small 
and unobtrusive. A veil is invariably worn, so that the timid 
divorcée may shield herself from the curious gazes of the 
vulgar. Of course, there are divorce trials where the fem- 
inine complainant or defendant appears in dazzling frocks, 
picture hats, and jewels, but this is not considered advisable 
even in circles where such array is at other times in order. 
Much of one’s after divorce standing depends on the dignified 
and even melancholy atmosphere which surrounds one dur- 
ing the action. From such an atmosphere a woman emerges 
not as a butterfly with draggied wings but as one newly 
riser’ from a grievous and undeserved trial, a martyr to the 
emotions, endowed in interesting experiences.

When and How to Re-enter Society. 


If all these details have been properly managed, the di- 
vorcée may be quite sure that there will be little for her to do 
to regain her old position in society. It will -be hers for the 
asking, provided, of course, her new husband fs as rich and 
well placed as was her old one. The fact that the divoreée 
has dene the real right thing under the circumstances doesn't 
naturally put her arbitrarily in. her former position, regard- 
less of the rank of her new husband. She must of course take 
rank with him socially, but, given that position, her own dis- 
cretion during divorce is all that is neccessary to her social well 
being. It is after the divorce is granted that the new phase of 
gallantry, the after-divorce gallantry of husband and wife, 
raost interestingly manifests itself. 

When one’s social circle is so correct as to be greatly cir- 
cumscribed, it is absolutely a necessary part of the social 
interchange. One’ sees the after-divorce gallantry every- 
where, at the houses of common friends, at the opera, where- 
ever one meets former husband or wife. It is only decent to 
inquire after the health of the other party to a former mar- 
riage, only decent to pretend at least to a kindly interest in 
each other’s affairs, and so determined to do what is right 
and proper, many husbands and wives continue to take a 
warm and friendly interest in each other’s lives even when 
new husbands and wives have stepped in between. Innu- 
merable instances are known of three-cornered parties at 
the theater, for instance, or at dinner in cases where the wife 
has married again and the husband has not.

I once had a deal which originated through 
the classified columns, involving $1,000. My 
ead, appealed to one man, who called, and 
as it was a matter that spoke for itself, no 
lengthy negotiations were necessary.

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Wages of Men Are Small. 
By Delia Austrian. 


CLOSE study of economic conditions 

a& they exist in different parts of the 

world discloses these important facts 

that, as people become more civilized, 

the skill of labor advances, work be- 
comes more specialized, and wages are ever 
on the increase. Theré are countries where 
specialized and skilled labor are not needed 
and appreciated, and in such countries 
wages are decidedly low. 

Most Americans would*prefer remaining 
idle to accepting 50 canis a day as wages, 
but there are thousands of men and women 
who are glad to work for this sum. The 
average Bedouin Arab is a shepherd. His 
days. are spent watching great flocks be- 
longing to porne rich sheik.* He knows that 
if he is a cqnsciehtious shepherd he can earn 
a howair—that is, a’ young camel, a pair 
of shoes, a skirt, a kerchief, a cloak, and a 
sheepskin—worth about $25-—in one year. 

An Asiatic Khoud usually works ona farm 
or attends to cattle” and he does not fare 
better. If at the end of the year he receives 
a bullock, a goat; a pig, fowl, a bag of grain, 
and a set of brass pots he is satisfied. 

The Nagas, a tribe im India, receive about 
the same wage, but they will only accept 
conch shells, and twelve conch shells will 
buy one cow. The African laborer receives 
wages in @fferent stahdards. Most of the 
Damaras work at smeljting iron, and if they 
are not unusually lazy they can earn a brace- 
jet a week. They use them to decorate their 
wives and children—amore frequently them- 
selves—and they barter them when in need 
of oxen. A bite of meat and a gallon of milk 
is enough for the most extravagant African, 

Their neighbors, the Kaffirs, receive about 
the same wages, but they will only be paid 
in cattle, Which is their standard of wealth. 

The natives of North and South America 
are little @isturbed where their wages are 
concerned. The Chinooks will hunt and fish 


a whole year for five bright blankets. The 
Naupes find blankets useless, and if they 
plow another man’s fleld they want an ax, 
& cutlass, a knife, and fish hooks. 

Often among more advanced peoples a 
need for skilled labor is not felt. In China 

a farm hand never gets more than two meals 
a day and $2.50 in currency a month Skilled 
labor does not fare much better, as a car- 
penter feels well satisfied with 80 cents a day, 
while masons and painters do not average 
40 cents. 

Conditions for the working man in Persia 
are not much better. Men who are employed 
in cotton milis do not average more than 
40 cents a day, while women and children 
get but half as much. In Madagascar the 
trades are few. A boy is apprenticed as a shoe- 
maker painter, carpenter, or boatmaker. He 
fares best making shoes, where he can earn 
80 cents a month after he knows his trade, 
but as a boatmeker he can hope for only half 
that sum. 

Much has been written and said about the 
poverty known to Italians, especially -in 
southern Italy, where wages are.low and 
taxes are high; where families live on bread, 
macaroni, and cheap wine, with meat only 
as a feast once in a while. But these facts 
are explained by the figures that a farm 
hand never earns more than 80 cents a day, 
while a linen worker is usually paid half that 


the papers than he has ever dreamedof. The 
man who watches the bargain sales in the 
better stores does not cut down his bill for 
haberdashery, or clothing, or shoes, a mere 
10 or 15 percent. He cuts it In half, if he ts 
vigilant, and he does not suffer in regard 
to quality of his wearables. He buys, if he 
is wise, the best of clothing, the best of shoes, 
and the best of furnishings for about one- 
half of what his less economical or watchful 
brother pays for it, simply pecan he is not 
above paying attention to the “ bargain 
sales.”’

The extent to which economy may be prac- 
ticed without necessitating the purchase of 
inferior goods by watching these bargains 
will prove a surprise to the man who has 
never thought of looking through the bar- 
gain advertisements with a view to @nding 
something that he needs at a reduced price. 
There is no article of apparel, no article that 
is generally considered necesary to a man 
that may not be had cheaper than the 
* straight price "’ through watching the bar- 
gains. Clothes and haberdashery are not 
the only things. 

Shaving implements and other things that 
go to make @ man’s rooms complete are to 
be had at greatly reduced prices in the bar- 
gain sales. The thought naturally suggests 
itself that any first class standard articie 


offered for sale by a reputable house at a

LOWLY but surely the lace vei! has been making Its 

way back as a part of the summer and early fall 

millinery in a way that promises that it will have

lace veil rather than the face meshes, which have been 
superseded to a certain extent by the reign of the little 
invisible hair nets. Both the ch fton and the real lace 
veil are such factors in Parisian headgear just now that 
whatever shape will most prettice lend itself to the 
draping of a veil becomes the favorite. The turban, 
for instance, lends itseif to the draping cf a lace veil, and 
the turban, it is predicted, is going to be a success this 
autumn, One of the solnts to remember is that the veil 
in the best taste is of a less gay ¢cvxor than matcaing the 
hat; the little gray Kat will have tbe gray veil, the little 
da.k blue hat the dark blue veil, and the same in all col- 
ored millinery. This applies to late as well as to chif- 
fon, and the lace veils when they are real can be stc- 
cessfully dyed to matecn the hat. 

The attractiveness cf one of these colored lacy af- 
fairs thrown back over the hat is far ercater than a chif- 
fon one. which can never be relicd upon to: place itself 
becomingly, and the white ones have an . exceedingly 
smart effect, and are especially appropriate for nice hats 
and gowns. Much of the effectiveness of a particularly 
attractive little costume in navy blue depended upon the 
enic look of the whita lace veil which was worn around 
the hat. The gown was a simple efon coat, and the short 
skirt, sun plaited of blue veiling, had, of course, elbow 
sleeves. A white muslin waist had a plaited jabot and a 
tiny blue cravat. The hat was a wurnt straw, tipped over 
the nose and filled at the back with American beauty 
roses. Around the hat was a twist of black velvet, and 
over the face was a cream lace veil. The fact taat these 
little veils are about the price of $6 for the real will at 
least prevent their being common untii good tmitation 
laces are made in théir jlace!; will prevent their being 
cverdone, for ane season at least, although there are imi- 
tation laces, which are also washable, which are not to 
be despised. When it ‘s considered, however, taat a veil 
of this kind is about all that is ne«ded for the trimming 
of a hat, it is by no means an extravagant investnient 
even for the real lace. The best .f these veils are the 


ones which come in shapes whic are almost straight 
lengths, but which are slightly ourved at the bottom and 
rounded at the corners. A novelty which comes in a 
square is an odd looking affair, wirith was only designed 
to wear over the extremely flat iingerie hats, and which 
is thrown over them, hanging with a square effect be- 
hind, which will not be hked by American women.

Jam Making— 


Requires special attention and quite a bit 
of study. Made from wet fruit jam will 
never keep. The fruit used must be free 
rom dust, not over or under ripe, handled 
as little as possible, and if it cannot be put 
inte the préserving pan at once it must be 
placed in the coolest place at hand. Fruit 
gathered in the morning has the best flavor 
and will keep longest. The precise time for 
preserving the different kinds of fruit wili 
depend, of coufse, on the state of the 
weather as to ifs being an early or late sea- 
son, wet or dryfand so on. 

When mixing two kinds of fruit together; 
put in first that which is the harder and 
consequently will take longer to boil, or the 
other kind will be mashed or overcooked. 

Although it is possible to be quite suc/ 
cessful without a proper preserving pan, it 
is not easy. Those who possess one are to 
be congratulated, for an iron pan often wiil 
spoil the color and flavor and a tin sauce

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Four New Gotham Plays 


Both Please and Amuse, 
By Franklin Fyles. 


New York.—[Special Correspondence.]— 
Augustus Thomas is a graphic dramatizer 
of men and Clyde Fitch of women. Thomas’ 
men. are strong Americans, who do things 
worth doing, and so are Fitch's women; but 
Thomas’ women and Fitch’s men are weak 
and indistinct, relatively. So it was reason- 
able that Charles Frohman, after examining 
the bids for the jobs, awarded the contract 
for a John Drew play to Thomas and for a 
Maxine Elliott play to Fitch. - 

The two comedies delivered this week 
probably are as good as the scenario sam- 
ples. The only portions of the work re- 
jected, so far as I know, were the titles. 
Mr. Frohman couldn’t be convinced that 
“Jim De Lancey” and ‘ My Girl Joe” 
were desirable labels for plays to be sold 
to modish people under the Drew and Elliott 
brande. So they are named “ De Lancey ” 
and “ Her Great Match.” Neither package 
astonishes us with originality in its contents, 
but both satisfy all expectations—except 
that call for another “ Arizona ” and another 
** Climbers.” 

Thomas has come away from Arizona, 


Colorado, Alabama, and Missouri and settled 


down in New York. His James De Lancey 
i¢@.the John Drew kind of a New Yorker— 
polite, assertive, wittily cynical, warm of 
heatt while cool of manner, who never lets 


-his emotions wrinkle his clothes, nor-ioses 


his ‘blasé balance whenhe throws himself 
into reckless action. This De Lancey Drew 
has permitted his wife to divorce him, and 
himself to love the girl who, in all tnno- 
cence, has caused the disunion. And the girl 
loves him, too; but he is twice her age, and 
she finds it slow and hard to convince him 
that she would be happy in wedlock with 
him. Playwrights have resorted to that 
theme for Crane and Goodwin, Wyndham and 
Tree, and many other actors past their time 
of looking young; and we watch its develop- 
ment in this new Drew case with never a 
doubt that Jacqueline will get to the altar 
with Jim. 


* * 
Thomas Can *‘ Do Society.” 

But the particulars of this familiar case 
are novel and uncommonly entertaining. 
Let it not be said again that Thomas can’t 
put New York‘smart society on the stage. 
He has done it here as truly as Fitch ever 
did, and, like Fitch, he directs the rehearsals 
of his plays. Of course, Drew made the 
hero of ‘‘ De Lancey ’’ easy to create; but the 
heroine is our bachelor girl exactly as she 
lives, moves, and has her being. Thomas 
can’t make a“ lady ’’ in the negative class, 
but he here turns out a good fellow in petti- 
coats. Jim and Jacqueline are chums, pals, 
almost rounders; he has taught her to Hke 
cigarets and champagne; the grass widower 
and the maiden meet in his rooms as though 
they were man and boy made comrades 
by friendship. 

Care has been taken to provide a physically 
elegant actress with a fashionable air—Mar- 
garet Dale—so that Jacque shall not look un- 
feminine in her masculinity of conduct. Her 
forbidden visit to her boon friend is twenty 
minutes long, and her dialogue ts protracted 
wittily for the mere wit’s sake; but the cross 
purpose of it is engrossing—his reasons why 
she ought to betroth herself to a younger 
fellow and her frank arguments why she 
would be happy with him—her insistence that 
their friendship is mutual love, until he, by 
telling her the lie that he has a mistress, 
convinces her that she is mistaken. 

Racy humor abounds in the smaller per- 
sons and incidents of this play, and some of 
them are farcical, but the passages in which 
the two bachelors are together—the grass 
widower dissembling his love and the maiden 
asserting hers—are comedy with its points 
polished and its sentiment refreshingly hu- 
man. If you would enjoy “De Lancey’”’ 
when you see it, try to put Thomas’ rugged 
western dramas out of your mind, and get 
into sympathy with his equally bold illustra- 
tion of certain phases of up to the times life 
in New York. If you do that, Jim and Jacque 
will entertain you; if you don’t, then you will 
think that Thomas is loosening his grip in- 
stead of tightening it. 


*x * 
Fitch Now Has Twins. 

When Clyde Fitch wrote “ Her Own Way ”’ 
for Maxine Elliott he created an American 
woman so angelic that the critical few would 
not deem her a human probability; but the 
emotional majority reveled joyously in her 
inordinate goodness and the play fixed Miss 
Elliott firmly among the stars. Therefore, 
Fitch has put into “Her Great Match ”’ 
a sister of the preceding heroine—a twin 
sister in beauty to the girl who had her own 
way, if, indeed, Maxine doesn’t grow lovelier 
évery year. It seems to me that Fitch had 
read in the newspapers about the German 
crown prince’s devotion to our Gladys Dea- 
con, of her haughty refusal of a morganatic 
marriage, and of the Kaiser's horrified inter- 
ference when his son would renounce his 
heirship of the throne to wed her. The astute 
Fitch marked that “ good dramatic stuff ”’ 
and tore the page out. On the back of it he 
found an account of some of Cassie Chad- 
wick’s financiering, of her innocent husband 
and his faithful daughter by a former mar- 
riage, and of the possibility of prison for him 
as well as his vicious wife. ‘** Good fora sub- 
plot,”’ Fitch noted on that. Having accumu- 
lated plot, the dramatist put into ita moonlit 
eonservatory for the matinée girls and the 
latest smart evening gowns for the matrons, 
all the while counting on Maxine’s beauty 
to entrance both sexes and all ages. Pri- 
marily and principally, this play gives to the 
feminine theater visitor what she wants— 
or most of her. 

Perhaps you would know how Maxine El- 
liott looks in “‘ Her Great Match ’’ before I 
tell you what she does. She is as classically 
beautiful as the Venus of Milo with its arms 
on and the marble vivified to such richness 
of complexion that paint isn’t needed for the 
stage exhibition. In the first act she wears 
a gypsy costume, because she is a fashionable 
American girl telling the fortunes at £3 
apiece at a Lordon charity bazaar. O, yea— 


it is all away up in the English aristocracy. 

Fitch's name blown in the bottle is a guaran- 

tee of genuineness. Yet mere Americans may 
be permitted to doubt whether crown princes 

of German states, no matter how small, 

sit about at evening parties and crack Weber- 

fields jokes. about the dullness of the king 

business. It may be remarked, as to mucb 

that this especial amart does,. that Fitch 

knows better. :

How the Beautiful Maxine Acts. | 

But to get back to the dusky' eyed Maxine. 
Having flirted in the most fascinating mod- 
ern way with the crown prince while fore- 
casting his future, she greets him in the sec- 
ond act more radiantly still as to smiles and 
more ravishingly as to beauty, for this time 
she wears an evening gown. She wanders 
with him in the most exquisite of conserva- 
tories, with a garden seat hidden by banks 
of roses, a Venetian fountain cooling a Cupid 
with its spray, waltz music heard dreamily 
from a distance, and an effulgent moon 
looking down through the glass roof. Par- 
don me, but I feel bound to say that it ‘s 
just too sweet for anything. | ; 

Don't construe me as belittling this com- 
edy, for it serves its purpose; and as to Missa 
Elliott, by earnestness and persistence she 
has advanced from mediocrity to proficiency 
as an actress—from a waxen doll to a creat- 
ure of flesh and blood; also of heart and soul 
for dramatic uses. She vitalizés as well as 
beautifies the mixed caramel love story In 
which she now figures. And the comedy is 
regal with the splendors of a stalwart 
prince in court uniform and a grand duchess 
with an H. R. H. before her name ‘and a 
jeweled tiara on her head. This queenly 
personage did much to uphold the dignity— 
artistic as well ag titular—of some of the 
scenes. She was an aunt to the crown prince 
who wooed the American gir], and she went 
to London to break off the match, or to com- 
promise on a morganatic marriage. Through 
all the negotiations her official austerity was 
softened by her memory of a romance of her 
own girlhood, when a beautiful sentry with 
great blue eyes stood at her palace gate. 
But she had never questioned the necessity 
under which she ignored her heart and gave 
her hand to a royal cousin. Mathilde Cot- 
trelly, years agone a singer and manager 
in German grand opera, gave a quaint Ger- 
man accent to the character; also the skill 
of an old fashioned comedienne to the depic- 
tion of pride without haughtiness, and the 
tender suggestion of a heart once full blood- 
ed, though now withered by royalty. Butshe 
couldn’t beat Maxine. The prince married 
the American girl.

Caine and Shaw Rivals. 

Hall Caine and George Bernard Shaw are 
pitted here this week against Fitch and 
Thomas. The Englishmen have an adyan- 
tage over the Americans, through holding 
places in literary fame. Caine writes novels 
that sel immensely; Shaw writes books that, 
while not extra salable, are ¢alculated to get 
consideration; and both are quick to write 
about their novels and themselves ali that 
the newspapers will print. | Each practices 
the showman’s tricks of publicity. Caine’s 
portrait, put out simultanedusly with “ The 
Christian,’’ so resembled the traditional pic- 
tures of Christ that he was:accused of pur- 
posely enhancing the similarity with hair and 
beard; and the discussion helped the business 
of the book. Shaw declared, with such an air 
of seriousness that it Was nottaken as a joke, 
that his plays were superior to Shaks- 
peare’s; and there was advertising value in 
the ensuing ridicule. Neither Fitch nor 
Thomas invites missiles from critics, by pos- 
ing on literary pedestals; yet that may not 
come of modesty, but of their lack of the 
pedestals to get on to, for they are play- 
wrights purely, while Caine and Shaw are— 
weil, I leave the reader to pass upon their 
claims of genius.

Shaw’s Socialistic Drama Brilliant. 

By a coincidence singular but not plagiar- 
istic the subject of George Bernard Shaw's 
‘' Man and Superman,” like that of Augustus 
Thomas’ “‘ De Lancey,' is a woman's wooing 
of an unwilling man and his endeavor to 
marry her to a mutualfriend. “ itis theaim 
of every woman,’ says Shaw's John Tanner, 
‘‘to get married as soon ag-possible, and of 
every man to keep single as long as possible.” 
He and Ann Whitefield illustrate that propo- 
sition. He escapes from her in an automo- 
bile and she pursues him in another, from 
England through France into Spain. There 
he surrenders, though still berating her as an 
assassin of his bachelor happiness, while she 
declares as positively that he would be mis- 
erable without her. 

This comedy i¢ written in Shaw's vein. of 
feigned socialistic aberration, too absurd for 
any real lunatic to have perpetrated, but 
brilliant as the composition of a caustic 
humorist. As printed, it was go long that 
two evenings would have been required for 
its -performance—unless by some photo- 
phonic process it were speeded along ag they 
do with the slot machine shows. In one of 
the five acts the characters went to hell and 
talked epigrammatically im the atmosphere 
and illumination of burning sulphur. In the 
condensation we get an overplenty of the 
cynicism, but it Is worded so wittily and 
embodied in so many whimsicalities, that 
almost any one will enjoy it unless he tries 
hard not to. And the principal talkers are 
clever players—Robert Loraine, Fay Davis, 
an@ Clara Bloodgood, 

The Misses Davis and Bloodgood have been 
exploited as star actresses, and their ap- 
pearance side by side is competitive, or is so 
construed by their friends in the audience, 
and the applause is divided between them as 
though they were contestants at a cakewalk. 
And, as the Shaw cult is ecstatic over the 
play anyway, the tumults of delight are 
tremendous. Ibsenism is silence compared 
with the noise of Shawism incited by this 
most remarkable of Shaw's mad achieve- 
ments.
